Student Center 
Plans Advanced 
By Architects 

Floor plans for the new 
student center have been sub¬ 
mitted to officials of The Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee Martin 
Branch by Yeats and Gasklll, 
Memphis architects. 

Specifications will be com¬ 
pleted on or near April 1 and 
then The University will ad¬ 
vertise for bids. Work on the 
project will begin approxi¬ 
mately May 1. The building 
Is scheduled to be completed by 
fall of 1966. 

The firm of Kim White, 
specialists In dining room, 
kitchen service, snack bar and 
bookstore arrangement was 
called to aid In planning of the 
building. Latest sketches show 
the student center will be locat¬ 
ed west of the Women’s Resi¬ 
dence Hall and on a line with it 
across the new gravel road. 

The west end of the first 
floor will house the cafeteria 
and kitchen. A snack bar will 
occupy the southeast corner. 
Provisions will be made In the 
northeast portion of the build¬ 
ing for ping pong and blllards. 
A television room, a card room, 
a barber shop and lockers will 
also be located In this area. 

The upper floor will extend 
seven feet over the lower one, 
sheltering a walkway on the 
ground. The large ballroom on 
this floor has three adjacent 
private dining rooms separated 
only by folding doors. A .stor¬ 
age room for tables and chairs 
and a dumb waiter will also be 
In this southwest part of the 
building. Six offices for small 
groups and an adjoining meeting 
room and mimeograph room 
drawn Into the northwest corner 
with a bookstore and post office 
extending along the north side. 
Four large meeting rooms, a 
television and music room and 
rest rooms are found In the 
northeast section of this floor. 
The southeast section Is com¬ 
posed of a general lounge. 

The front (north side) of the 
building Is bordered by a porte 
cochere which will accommo¬ 
date approximately eight cars 
under roof simultaneously. The 
building Is terraced on the south 
side extending part way on the 
east and west sides. There will 
be entrances on all four sides. 
The building will contain a total 
56,472 total square feet, ex¬ 
cluding the porte cochere.
